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THE SECRETARY'S ROUND-UP 


MINUTES OF THE EXECUTIVE BOARD 
September 24, 1955 


The meeting was held in the Student Union Bldg., Uni- 
versity of Arizona. Miss Frances Fleming presided. 


Minutes of the previous Executive Board meeting were 
read by the Secretary, and approved. 


Mr. Frank Schneider, Treasurer, reported a balance on 
hand September 20, 1955, of $975.76. 


In the absence of Mr. Harold Batchelor, no report on the 
Arizona Librarian was given. 


OLD BUSINESS: 


Miss Fleming reported on committee appointments. She 
had written letters to various members of the Association, 
asking them to serve on committees for the coming year. 
Response was most discouraging, she said. She asked the 
members of the Executive Board to make suggestions con- 
cerning committee appointments and said she would write 
further letters of request for membership participation in 
committee work. It is hoped that full committee information 
can be made known after the next meeting. 


The Secretary reported that a poll of all A.L.A. members 
within the state had been taken to ascertain approval of the 
Association’s application for re-designation as an A.L.A. 
chapter. Approval was unanimous, as it had been at the 
time of the A.S.L.A. Convention. Results of the poll are 
being forwarded to Miss Cora Beatty, Chief, Membership 
Services, A.L.A. 


Miss Fleming reported on the results of her investigation 
concerning the status: Emeritus Member. Such members 
pay no dues. They have all privileges of association mem- 
bership but do not have the vote. 

Mrs. Mildred Donham, Chairman of the Federal Rela- 
tions Committee, read a letter from Miss Julia Bennett, 
Washington Representative of A.L.A. Miss Bennett re- 
ported on the favorable status of the Library Services Bill 
at present, but pointed out that it was essential for librarians, 
and others, to take the opportunity to visit with Congress- 
men and Representatives while they are in Arizona between 
sessions of Congress. Mrs. Donham reported that she had 
an appointment to discuss the bill with Senator Goldwater. 
Mr. Fleming Bennett suggested that the Committee should 
send brochures to all educational, local or regional organaiza- 
tions throughout the state, that the significance of the Li- 
brary Services Bill might be made known to all residents. 
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Mr. Bennett, Misses Mae Witta, Jane Hudgins and Marguer- 
ite Pasquale offered their services to Mrs. Donham for this 
project. Mr. Frank Schneider asked that the Editor of the 
Arizona Librarian be advised to publish in the Fall 1955 issue 
of the magazine an article on the need for prompt action on 
the part of all members of A.S.L.A. in contacting their Con- 
gressional representatitves. All members agreed that the 
Bill was of importance to all Arizonans, and that such action 
was justified. 


NEW BUSINESS: 


Miss Marguerite Pasquale, Chairman, School Libraries 
Section, asked for permission to offer up to $25.00 as gratuity 
for a speaker at the Arizona Educational Association meet- 
ing in October. The Board agreed to authorize this ex- 
penditure. 


Miss Jane Hudgins made the motion that all committees 
be authorized to spend up to $10.00 per year, with a report 
of expenditures to be submitted annually by the chairmen. 
Mr. Fleming seconded the motion, and it carried. 


Mr. Frank Schneider asked for clarification concerning 
reimbursement to members for travel expenses incurred in 
attendance at Executive Board meetings. It was the agree- 
ment of all present that reimbursement up to $5.00 per car 
be made, or up to $5.00 per person when public transporta- 
tion is used. The Board realizes that its number has in- 
creased since chairmen of all committees are now included 
in its organization. No longer is it always possible for Board 
members to travel in a single car as formerly was the case. 


Mrs. Lutie Higley, Chairman of the Recruitment Com- 
mittee, and Mrs. Sue Gondek, Chairman of the Public Li- 
braries Section, asked if there existed a written definition 
of the functions of committees within the Association. In 
the absence of such definitions, Mr. Fleming made the mo- 
tion that all committee chairmen should formulate a state- 
ment of the duties and functions of their committees. Mr. 
William Bartels seconded the motion, and it carried. 


Miss Fleming read a letter from the manager of the San 
Marcos Hotel, Chandler, Arizona, in which members of the 
Association were asked to consider his establishment as the 
convention site for 1957. 


In the absence of further business the meeting was ad- 
journed.

NOW'S THE TIME FOR ACTION 


Arizona librarians are aware that the Library Services 
Bill (H.R. 2840) now stands a better chance than ever before 
of being passed. The bill was favorably reported without 
amendment in July by the House Education and Labor 
Committee, and will probably come to a vote in the House 
soon after Congress reconvenes. It appears likely that the 
Senate also will take speedy action. 

Since the crucial test of the Bill is to be met so soon, 
now is the time for all interested persons in Arizona to re- 
double their efforts, by proclaiming the virtues of the Bill 
to others, enlisting the support of influential citizens, and — 
most importantly — by calling upon Arizona’s Senators and 
Representatives to cast favorable votes when the Bill comes 
up for a vote on the House and Senate floors. The time is 
NOW — in October, in November, and in December — before 
Congress reconvenes in January. 


Librarians of the state have a special obligation to 
support the Bill, but an even stronger obligation to secure 
the support of other individuals and groups interested in 
library service as an integral part of the nation’s educational 
program, its economic welfare and its political and social 
development. This means getting the support of service 
clubs, civic and professional groups of all kinds, business- 
men, ranchers, farm women, and many others. Librarians 
must see to it that accurate information about the Bill is 
put into the hands of these people, and that they are made 
conscious of the Bill’s importance to Arizona and to the na- 
tion as a whole.

In brief, the significant provisions of the Bill are these: 
It authorizes an appropriation of $7% million a year for a 
5-year period (less than 4 cents a person each year). Each 
State would receive a basic allotment of $40,000, plus an 
additional amount computed on the basis of its rural popu- 
lation as compared with the rural population of the U. S. 
The allotment for each State must be matched by the State 
on the basis of its per capita income as compared with the 
national per capita income. In order to receive funds each 
State must prepare a state plan for expansion of public- 
library services. Approval by the Commissioner of Educa- 
tion is automatic if the plan is submitted by the authorized 
State agency and if it complies with specifications set forth 
in the act. The State has complete authority in the selection 
of books, materials and personnel, and may use any method 
for extending library services that it determines will use 
the funds to maximum advantage. 

Arizona law now provides for a library extension serv- 
ice, but as yet the Department of Library and Archives has 
received no appropriation for establishing this service. How- 
ever, it is fervently hoped that when the Library Services 
Bill is passed, the availability of federal funds for public- 
library extension will be a real incentive for the Arizona 
Legislature to appropriate required matching funds. 

Passage of the Library Services Bill is a matter of vital 
importance to all librarians. And it is virtually a matter of 
NOW or NEVER. Let’s make it NOW. NOW is the time 
for ACTION!
